Lake Okeechobee Region farm- 
ers are hopefully looking forward 
to the day when mechanical har- 
vesters. will be perfected(to ‘take 
care of their winter crops and thus 
eliminate the headache that comes 
each season in dealing with color- 
ed: laborers. Year in and year. out 
the local growers are at the mercy 
of the. laborers—paying_ whatever 
he demands and at times adding 
Premium to that demand. With 
perfection of mechanical harvest- 
ers this headache would be: elimi- 
nated. 

Of interest then is the story out 
of Sarasota where a mechanical 
celery harvester is being trieg out. 
A mechanical bean harvester has 
been tried but not perfected. The 
sugar company is working on a 
mechanical cane harvester. Any 
one or all three would be a great 
boon to the Lake Region. ` 

In regard to the celery harvest- 
er a story out of Sarasota has the 
following to say: 

“Producers and ‘shippers in the 
Sarasota celery-growing area, are 
showing Keen interest in a series 
of demonstrations of a new ma- 
chine which they believe may do 
away with the present harvesting- 
by-hand method. 

“The harvesting machine, devel- 
oped by Willard Silva, secretary- 
treasurer of the Muckland Celery. 
Company, straddles the row ‘of 
celery, and two whirling disc cut- 
ters, hydraulically adjusted for 
depth, move below -the surface of 
the ground and cut the roots. An- 
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other pair of cutters snips off the 
tops of the plant. 

“As the machine moves on, it 
leaves behind a row of celery 
stalks of, uniform length and lying 
in one direction to make it easier 
for field hands to pick them up 
and crate them. 


“It cuts 10 times as-much celery .” 


asthe hand-operated cutter and 
spoils only one-fifth as much, 
farmers observing the demonstra- 
tion reported. It producés a more 
uniform pack right on the field; 


and thus also saves time and la-, 


borin the packing plant, which 
has to trim much'of the hand-cut 
celery. ns 

“Silva said he intended to estab- , 
lish a plant in Sarasota to build 
the harvesters.
